A fter fire destroyed the barn on 
the 
farm 
of 
Robert 
Stonesifer, 
Freedom township, November 17, 
the owner asked state polio* to in­ 
vestigate. 
They did, and as a re­ 
sult, Stonesifer was arrested Mon­ 
day afternoon, charged with se t­ 
ting fire to the barn with intent to 
defraud the insurance companies. 
At the same time, Stonesifer'* 
brother, Roy, was arrested as an 
accessory to the alleged incendiary. 
Both were committed to the Adams 
county jail in default of $1,000 bail 
each. 
Both of the accused deny 
their guilt. 
In their investigation, state po­ 
lice learned that Robert Stonesifer, 
owner of the farm, situated along 
what is known 
as 
the “ Bullfrog 
road,’’ several miles from the F.m- 
mitsburg road, had secured $3,500 
additional insurance on the barn 
and house a week before the fire, 
bringing the total coverage on the 
two properties* to $7,200. 
Story of Stranger* 
A fter the fire, Robert Stonesifer 
reported to state police th a t he had 
given two strangers permission to 
sleep in the bam on the night it 
was destroyed.

the officers that he had furnished
